Henry White for Delegate. 


Tt is learned on good authority 


“that Henry White of Washington, 


former Ambassador to France, is be- 
ing seriously considered by the Pres- 
ident as the Republican member of 
the peace commission. 

The positive announcement was 
made today from an official source 
that there will be no censorship on 
news from the peace conference. On 
the contrary, it was stated, every 
possible agency will be put at the 
disposal of newspaper men in order 


. that full accounts of the proceedings 


may be cabled to America. The 
statement was galled forth by recent 
criticisms voiced in Congress, nota- 
bly those of Senators Sherman and 
Watson, who professed to see a sin- 
ister significance in the fact that 
the cables have been taken over by 
the Government. 

President Wilson himself is expect- 
ed to make a statement setting forth 
that it is the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to assure ’a full and free 
flow of news from the conference. 

The President is going to take ship 
immediately after addressing Con- 


gress, which may be either Monday, 


or Tuesday. He will go from the 
capitol to the train and from the 
train to 4he ship at Hoboken. The 
day before he goes the newspaper 
correspondents will set sail in ad- 
vance.

Liebknecht, in commenting on the 
disclosurés made in Munich  con- 
cerning the complicity of Germany 


in bringing about the war. ‘William 
Il must be commanded to return and 
give an account before this  tri- 
bunal.,”’ : 

The Spartacus organ also de- 
mands a reckoning with the Social- 
ist leaders, Ebert, David, Molken-

-propaganda calculated to absolve 
Germany from’ responsibilty for 
causing the war.

“Primarily I am representing the 
people of St. Louis County,” Senator 
Gardner said, “and knowing that the 
sentiment of the county, both as to 
residents in the cities and on the 
farms, is opposed to annexation in 
any form, I am opposed to any legis- 
lation which might threaten their 
rights. 

Says People Oppose It. 

“If St. Louis only. desires to count 
our population as a part of St. Louis 
for census purposes, I would have 
no objection to that, but I am op- 
posed to annexation because it would 
mean the obliteration of St. Louis 
County. Of course the annexation of 
the territory lying along the edge of 
St. Louis would take the wealthiest

Dr. Otto Bauer, Secretary of State of 
the German-Austrian Republic, said, 
concerning a union of the Austrian 
republics and the federation of Ger- 
man republics: 

“It would appear to be our only 
means to preserve to us any politi- 
cal and commercial prosperity and 
to prevent our being encroached 
upon by the larger states near by. 

“It must be admitted that the 
Germans are a wonderful business 
people, and also that they have coal 
and iron, and also an outlet to the 


, Sea, facilities which would become - 


ours. Also their language and lit- 
erature are the same as ours.” 

He added that the hostility of the 
Czechs and Hungarians toward the 
Austrians and the reports that ef- 
forts would be made by the Czechs 
to take part of German-speaking 
Austria, made a union of the Ger- 
man states necessary for gelf-preser- 
vation. He said there was another 
proposal to create new republics 
along the Danube. 

It was evident to observe here, Dr. 
Bauer continued, that the peace con- 
ference must aid in settling the diffi- 
culties of the new republics and lead 
them toward prosperity. 

He said that he and other mem- 
bers of the Government had been 
rather relieved to learn that there 
would be a mission sent by the al- 
lies to help in the adjustment of 
boundary disputes, with the chief ob- 
ject of preventing new wars. 

As the Czechs have a strong army. 
he continued, they are feared both 
in Austria and Hungary, whose war 
material was mostly abandoned on 
the Italian front or seized during the 
etreat. ; 

The Jugo-Slavs, however, were 
Hungarians, the Secretary of State 
concluded, and he felt that they 
would resist the efforts of the Czechs 
to take Presburg and other points 
claimed by them.

LONDON, Nov. 27.—In an inter- 
view concerning German food con- 
ditions, Percy Brown in a dispatch 
to the Daily Graphic reports Dr. 
Solf as saying: 
“Our reserves from the last har- 


vest proved bitterly disappointing. 
We had hoped to hold out, by the 
exercise of the strictest economy, but 
this is no longer possible. If Ger- 
man-Austria must be supplied from 
our stock of grain we may say with 
certainty that the supply will not 
last more than four weeks. 

“Our stock of fats, of the poorest 
quality, is also nearly exhausted. Our 
cattle stock is inadequate, owing to 
the needs of the army which we had 
to supply, and our fattening foods, 
are reduced to such an extent that | 
they are insufficient for the require- 
ments of our children and invalids. 

“The effect of these conditions on 
the general health of the people is 
shown in an appalling increase in 
the death rate. I cannot conceal 
from you my intense anxiety regard- 
ing developments which will be in- 
evitable unless our adversaries re- 
linquish their pitiless attitude in re- 
spect to food supplies. 

“Bolshevistic anarchy in Germany 
would sound the doom of western 
Europe, of England, of the whole 
world. It is possible that your peo- 
ple do not grasp the real significance 
of impending conditions.”’

Carlos Castro Ruiz, Chilean Con- 
sul-General in New York, announced 
Tuesday that the difficulty between 
Peru and Chile had been settled by 
an apology on the part of the Pe- 
ruvian Government. Ruiz said this 
information had come from. the 
Chilean Foreign Office. 


The difficulties between Chile and 
Peru date back to 1879 when a war 
began between Chile on one side and 
Peru and Bolivia on the other, which 
ended with Chile victorious in 1883,

Oklahoma Suffrage Campaign. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In an editorial on Sept. 15, referring to 
the help expected from Kansas in the 
Oklahoma Woman Suffrage Campaign, 
the Post-Dispatch said: “The Kansas 
women did not permit Eastern workers 
to aid them and they have advised the 
Oklahpbma women not to admit the East- 
erners or professional suffragists. These 
capable Kansas women will finance their 
own campaign in Oklahoma.” 

The National Suffrage Associa- 
tion advised the Oklahoma women not 
to have an amendment submitted, as 


they had not sufficient organization or 
funds to carry on the campaign that 
would be necessary. The Legislature, 
however, persisted in sul mitting it, and 
the women of Oklahoma at once ap- 
pealed to the national association for as- 
sistance. On account of the provision in 
the constitution that an amendment must 
receive the largest number of votes cast 
at an election, the national leaders felt 
that success would be impossible, but, at 
the same time, they recognized the ne- 
cessity. for obtaining a large favorable 
vote because of the influence it would 
h © on the Federal amendment. It 
t fore co-operated with the women of 
the State from the beginning to the end 
of the campaign. For many months it 
kept in the State six of its most experi- 
ehced workers headed by Mrs. Shuler, its 
corresponding secretary, an experienced 
campaigner, and there was entire har- 
méeny “between the national and State 
workers. 

From the national headquarters in 
New York State $15,000 were sent to 
{finance the work, and it is thought that 
the State iself raised anout $5000, al- 
though the exact amount is not yet 
known. No Kansas women did any 
work whatever in the campaign, but they 
did raise a little over $400 for its treas- 
ury. Massachusetts furnished a like 
amount; and several other states sent 
coftributions, all of which were gladly 
reéeived. 

We believe that anyone in Oklahoma 
who is familiar with the facts will not 
hesitate to admit that, had it not been 
for this help from outside of the State, 
it would have been absolutely impossible 
to carry the amendment. It was cheer- 
fully given and has been a thousand 
times repaid by the wonderful response 
of Oklahoma men for whom the women 
have the highest appreciation. It is al- 
most unprecedented for an amendment to 
be carried where so large a majority is 
required. The offiical reports have not 
been made, but the reports from the 
election boards of the different counties 
indicate a majority of over 25,000 of the 
votes cast on the amendment itself and 
a majority of about 10,000 of the largest 
number of votes cast at the election. In 
this respect it was the most remarkable 
victory ever gained for a woman suffrage 
amendment. The leaders of the suffrage 
movement recognize no East, no West, 
no South, in the effort to enfranchise the 
women of the United States.

City Counselor Daues and Charles W. Bates, pursuing 
independent lines of inquiry, are investigating the legal 
requirements that must be complied with in framing 
the enabling act authorizing a local vote on the question 
of merging St. Louis County territory with St. Louis 
city. The conviction that the merger can be accom- 
plished without a constitutional amendment—the course 
persistently urged by Judge Rosenfeld—is gaining strong 
support among lawyers. The Mayor and the forces of 
the city administration, the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Million Population Club and other organizations are pre- 
paring for a systematic presentation of annexation facts 
to the people of the city and county. 

These are all important preliminaries. The Legisla- 
ture will meet in six weeks. With nothing more im- 
portant to divert public attention, the work of satisfy- 
ing all conditions for making the annexation plan a suc- 
cess should be pushed effectively and uninterruptedly. 
The Greater St. Louis project has been the object of ef- 
fort for many years. If not made a reality during the 
coming year, long delay seems certain. The reasonable 
expedition that will put it into effect before the begin- 
ning of the next census can be secured by concentrated 
effort and wise, energetic co-operation. 
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Now give again. 
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DISPOSING OF THE SURRENDERED FLEET. 

The astonishing statement is made that the surren- 
dered German fleet is to be taken out to sea and sunk. 
This course is explained as preferable to an attempt, at 
risk of ill feeling, to divide the ships among the allies. 
We may conjecture that the real reason is a reluctance 
on the part of some to see Japan increase her naval 
strength with any part of the surrendered ships. But 
if Japan is to be regarded with distrust at the very out- 
set, what promise of success will the league of nations 
have later? 

These ships are said to represent $250,000,000. To add 
to the unavoidable wastes of war the further unneces- 
sary waste of sending this great sum to the ocean's 
bottom is intolerable, particularly as disposal of them 
without international friction is easy. Some part of 
them could be assigned to the nations of small maritime 
strength, Belgium, Portugal, Greece, Servia and Ru- 
mania. Even China, Siam and the Latin-American al- 
lies of the Entente might be given a gunboat apiece as 


a souvenir. Then the remainder could be divided in 
five equal parts, which all would agree had been made | 
as nearly equal as possible, and distributed by lot among 
England, France, Japan, Italy and the United States. 
To send them to sea in a long column and commit them 
to Neptune would make a tremendous spectacle, but 
could not the downfall of German militarism be cele- 
brated as fittingly in a grand international raffle?

N both the side of the employer and 

that of the employe there must be an 
agreement to share equally such sacri- 
fices as may be necessary in order to 
bring industrial conditions back to the 
normal. There must be a resumption 
of regular business or there can be no 
resumption of regular employment. The 
employer must be placed in a position to 
make the ’pay roll. On the other hand, 
wages should not be fixed at a figure 
which the worker must accept under 
competition, or compulsion, but at what 
his work is worth, and with special re- 
gard for the living requirements of the 
toiler. | 

The two principal factors in the situ- 

ation must be fair to each other; no em- 
ployer who is moved by other than the 
most selfish of motives will take advan- 
tage of a surplus of laborers to grind 


the man appealing for work. The world 
is now looking to one of the greatest 
triumphs of righteousness in interna- 
tional affairs which it has ever witnessed; 
justice, even-handed justice, it is prom- 
ised, shall reign at Versailles, and the 
consequences should, and presumably 
will, be the recognition of a moral stand- 
ard that shall insure a square deal for all 
nations, small and large, weak and pow- 
erful. It isan opportune moment for the 
entrance of labor and capital into a treaty 
which hereafter will bind each, in its 
dealings with the other, to observe the 
Golden Rule.

Constitution Provides That President’s Func- 
tions Would Cease and Vice President Would 
Haveto Act, Declares George W. Wickersham. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—George W. 


Wickersham,Attorney-General in the 
Taft administration, in an address 
here last night before more than a 
hundred educators, lawyers, bankers 
and merchants engaged in interna- 
tional trade, who are members of 
the Council on Foreign Relations, 
advanced the opinion that the Con- 
stitution makes it mandatory upon 
Vice President Marshal to assume of- 
fice of President if Mr. Wilson leaves 
the United States to attend the peace 
conference. 

“The projected journey of the 
President to France and his suggest- 
ed sojourn there for an indefinite 
period,” said Wickersham, “brings 
up for the first time in our history 
the question of the effect of such 
absence and of the powers of the 
Vice President because of such ab- 
sence.”’ 

The former Attorney-General 
quoted Section 1 of Article 2 of the 
United States Constitution which, he 
said, prescribes the mode of pro- 
cedure “in event of the President's 
removal from office, his death, res- 
ignation or inability to discharge the 
duties of said office.” He maintained 
that absence of the President from 
the seat of government and the 
country “constitutes an inability to 
discharge the powers and duties of 
his office,” within the meaning of 
the law. 

Two Functions of President. 

According to Wickersham the two 
most important functions the Presi- 
dent has to perform in connection 
with a session of Congress, at which 
time, he added, “it is the President’s 
duty to be at the seat of govern- 
ment,” are: 

“First, from time to time to ‘give 


‘to Congress information of the state 


of the Union and recommend to their 
consideration such measures as he 
shall judge necessary and expedient,’ 
and, second, ‘to consider bills which 
shall have passed the House and 
Senate, and if he approve, to sign 
them, and if he disapprove, to veto 
them.’ ”’ 

The 10 days provided by the law 
wherein the President must return 
a bill or it automatically becomes 
law, according to Wickersham, was 
intended “to give citizens interested 
in the bill an opportunity of com- 
municating their views to him.” 
Thus the President, he contended, 
is expected always to be in a position 
to “feel the pulse of public senti- 
ment,’ and “if he is not within Xhe 
country he cannot fitly discharge 
those duties.” 

Legislation Matters. 

A third consideration, the speaker 
continued, “subsidiary to the others, 
bur none the less important,” is in 
reference to the exercise by the 
President of a function in connec- 
tion with legislation. In case of dis- 
agreement between the two houses 
as to time of adjournment, he said, 
the President may adjourn them to 
such time as he shall think proper. 
This power, he admitted, had never 
been exercises in the past, because 
the President always has been at 
the seat of the Government when 
Congress wags in session, “and able 
to avert by friendly council and sug- 
gestion the necessity of exercising 
Rg 

Wickersham, in these points, de- 
clared the absence of the President 
in Europe would “constitute an in- 
ability to discharge the powers and 
duties of his office.” 


“The Constitution,” he concluded, 


“does not provide who shall decide 
when a disability occurs justifying 
the Vice President in assuming to act 
President. If the Vice President 
should assume to act and 
should himself veto a bill and 
at the expiration of 10 days from 
the date of its passage no veto from 
the President himself in writing 
should have been received, a ques- 
tion would arise for the courts to 
determine as to the powers of the 
Vice President to act for the Presi- — 
dent.
